Not so long ago. every child didn't 
get an education 
Many parents had lost hope that 
their handicapped children could be 
helped, while others were unaware 
that all youngsters 
no matter how 
p rofou n d ly 
h a n d ica p p e d 
a r e 
guaranteed an education 
Texas has made a committment 
that every child is entitled to full 
recognition of his right to educational 
opportunity consistent with his ability 
to learn and when the local districts 
were unable to provide the standard of 
care necessary, the state stepped in 
with additional funds to '‘contract 
out severely handicapped students to 
private schools which could con 
centrale staff and special equipment 
on each youngster's problems 
Now, however, even as more and 
more children needing these services 
are found, the state has ruled that the 
d istricts 
m ust 
bear 
a 
greater 
proportion of the expense of these 
services Fearing that the spiraling 
costs may become a burden on the 
rest of the educational system . Plano 
and three other area school districts 
have found an alternative to con 
trading in the Cooperative Student 
(’are Project 
( ontracting is a very expensive 
route, 
noted Dr Pat Ownby, coor 
dinator of Plano s Plan A program 
There are also other problems in 
volved 
the parents have difficulty 
getting the kids to private schools and 
we have no control over the program 
the kids are getting 
"A cooperative with G arland, 
Richardson and Carrollton-Farmers 
Branch seemed to be the answer 
primarily because of the success of a 
previous venture, the Cooperative 
Training 
(.’enter.' 
she 
explained 
“Separately, none of us could afford to 
provide the education these children 
need, but by combining resources we 
have become a showcase for other 
districts ”

assistance and take back ideas for 
other districts to use 


Plano is using the cooperative as an 
extension of 
its com prehensive 
special education program Beginning 
w ith th** district wide Farly Childhood 
program , the right

is

Elementary and secondary students 
have access to Ixith resource and self- 
contained Plan A classes in every 
school 


Children in self contained classes 
may stay with the group all day or go 
out 
for sp ecific su bjects 
while 
resource teachers can draw off pupils 
who need special attention or team 
w ith grade level instructors The total 
program is changed to fit each child’s 
needs, 
Ownby 
stressed , 
but 
som etim es he needs more than can be 
obtained locally 


When Plano or another district in 
the cooperative has no local program 
suited to an individual child, his case 
is brought before an advisory board 
composed of the four directors of 
special education After consultation 
with the parents, the youngster is 
assigned to one of four schools 
“When the child begins at the coop, 
his parents are asked what they want 
us to work on first, ' Cooperative 
Coordinator BUI Stamper explained 
In som e cases it may be to feed 
himself or tie his shoes Unfortunately 
some parents expect things a child 
can ’t produce, but we do our best for 
each one " 


The cooperative has a high student- 
teacher ratio with 23 teachers and 23 
aides working with 160 youngsters 
Two physical 
therapists, 
two oc­ 
cupational therapists and two speech 
therapists also work with the children 
and each district provides con ­ 


sultants, diagnostic and 
appraisal 
services needed by their individual 
students 
The therapists take 
instructions 
from each child's private physician 
and the teachers also work with the 
youngsters in groups and individually 
under the supervision of the therapists 
and a nurse Several parents have 
also continued 
private 
therapy 
sessions and activities at the schools 
are coordinated with these and the 
parents’ own efforts 
The staff also works closely with the 
families to find needed special aer 
vices such as baby sitting and, as an 
added service, two of the schools are 
offering day care For a nominal 75 
cents an hour, the parents can tx* 
assured of professional care before 
and after school hours, allowing them 
to work 
Another plus of cooperative care is 
the availability 
of 
transportation. 
Previously, the parents were required 
to make their own arrangements 
which often meant driving 120 m iles a 
day to get their child to and from a 
distant private school 
Plano purchased two mini bulies, 
one 
sp ecia lly 
equipped 
for 
wheelchairs, this year to provide 
door to-door transport To cover the 
114 square mile district, the driver 
and aide make the first pickup by 7:30 
a rn and end their day around 4 p m 
Salaries for teachers and aides 
assigned to the schools are paid by the 
state with the districts providing the 
prevailing local supplement. Garland 
and Richardson provide the buildings 
and staff for the schools in their 
district with other costs shared by all 
districts. 
Special state grants and Child Find 
money filtered through Region X 
Education 
S ervice 
C enter 
are 
allocated to the cooperative and the 
remainder of the $600,000-plus budget 
is met by the districts on a per pupil 
basis

“This is the first time in the history 
of Texas that one savings and loan has 
been allowed to purchase the branch 
office of another,’’ Anderson stated 
“This is a landmark decision by the 
State Savings and I/ian Commission “ 
Anderson went on to say that Collin 


Count v Savings first proposed the 
purchase to Exchange Savings about 
two months ago. The purchase is 
expected to be completed around Dec 
I and will involve some $7<mumk> in 
assets at the branch office 


Located at 205 S Belmont in Allen, 
the Exchange branch office has been 
in that community approximately two 
years 
Exchange is a Dallas-based 
firm 


“We try to use a little imagination to 
keep growing," Anderson commented 
about the sale 
“One of the main 
reasons we can do something like this 
is because of our strong capital 
structure " 
Anderson explained that Collin 


County's capital structure is more 
than $1 million as large or larger 
than many of the sav ings and loans in 
the metropolitan area 
“You might say that we're large 
enough to serve our customers needs, 
tiut still small enough to be their 
friend." he observed 
As of Sept 30, Collin < minty Savings 
showed deposits of $5,150,102 and 
loans of $6,510,434. as compared to 
1975 deposits of $3,737,464 and loans of 
$4,306,906 
That 
represents 
a 
38 
percent, or $1,412,638 jump in deposits 
and a strong 51 percent, or $2,203,528 
hike in loans 
“Dollar wise, we’ve had a good 
growth, and percentage wise we've 
had one of the most fantastic growths 


in the stute,” Anderson related 
Beginning in downtown Plano on 
July 3. 1973, Collin County Savings 
soon moved to their present location 
on the near west side at 500 V\ 15th St 
Starting with a three person staff, the 
company now employs six. and assets 
have soared from slightly under $2 
million to more than $7 million in 
those three years

MEDICATING

The treatm ent of a peptic ulcer 
hasn t changed a lot over the past 
several years.

The pills are a class of drugs that 
slow down the secretion of G astric 
acid and prolong the emptying time 
of the stomach. W hile this is fine in 
the treatm ent of a duodenal ulcer, 
it 
sure 
wrecks 
havoc 
with 
the 
stomach ulcer. 
To show you how sm art modern 
science has become, they have quit 
laughing at all the old time folk 
remedies. For years people would 
use licorice or an extract from the 
licorice root for stomach disorders. 
Some scientists have been messing 
around with this theory and have 
had pretty good results but it is still 
in the testing stage. As for now, if 
you have an ulcer you can either 
take 
your 
medicine 
like 
you're 
supposed to until it is healed, or you 
can hurt for an aw fully long time.

Region X has the prime responsibility for the cooperative with the 
coordinator responsible to the districts for the four centers’ operation, 
direction and expansion The superintendents of each district and the 
Region X director make up the board of the coop and write all policy. 
The impetus of the present coop, the Cooperative Training Center 
opened in 1970 with 28 youngsters. The sheltered workshop for the older 
(14-21) trainable mentally retarded now has 70 students, two from Plano 
The youngsters learn how to do simple tasks and function in a “ nor­ 
mal'’ society w ith several large corporations donating occupational tools 
Although academics are continued if the individual is able to handle 
them, the center is patterned as closely as possible on the working 
situation 
Some students have found employment as a result of their training and 
many earn pocket money by doing simple piece work for Texas In­ 
struments. The youngsters follow the time schedule of a typical employee 
and are allowed two short breaks and a lunch hour. 
Students either bring their own lunches or purchase them from vending 
machines to simulate the working world, but hot meals are catered from 
elementary cafeterias for two other schools and the fourth will offer hot 
lunches when the students are far enough advanced. 
Greenwood Hills Development Center has extended the Cooperative 
Training Center program downward to children between the ages of 
three and 16. Two Plano youngsters are enrolled at the only coop located 
in Richardson 
Thirteen Planoites have been placed at the Cooperative Behavioral 
Center. The emotionally disturbed and autistic children range in age 
from three to 21. 
The multi-handicapped, profoundly retarded and deaf-blind children of 
the districts attend the Loving Care Opportunity Center Formerly a 
private school, the facility is fully equipped to handle the youngsters 
ranging in age from three to 21 Fight of the students are from Plano. 
After the child is placed in the appropriate coop, the teachers begin to 
develop an individual education plan to explain to the parents. 
“ We show the parents we have a special program for their child and 
that we do care,” Stamper stressed “ Our staff works with each child 
individually and the families are kept fully informed so they can follow 
the same routine at home. 
“ This is a joint effort and we try to achieve the maximum for each 
child," he concluded. “ There is no blanket goal for every child, but each 
one deserves to goas far as he can. as fast as he can ”

CONSTITUTIONAL 
AMENDMENTS 


CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT No. I 
“Authorizing an increase of $400 million in the amount of 
Texas Water Development Bonds that may be issued on 
approval of two-thirds of the legislature and in accordance 
with Senate Joint Resolution No. 49 as passed by the 64th 
Legislature in regular session.’’ 
Explanation 
The proposed amendment would provide that: 
1. The Texas Water Development Board, with the approval 
of two-thirds of the membership of each house of the 
legislature, would be authorized to issue an additional $400 
million in Texas Water Development Bonds for use in con­ 
tinued financing of water development projects as provided 
by law. The amendment would increase the existing 
limitation from $400 million to $800 million. 
2. No proceeds from the sale of Texas Water Development 
Bonds would be available for use in developing water 
resources from the Mississippi River. 
3. Before more than $35 million in proceeds from the sale of 
Texas Water Development Bonds could be spent on a single 
water development project, the expenditure would have to 
be approved through a concurrent resolution by majority 
vote of both houses of the legislature or the project would 
have to be a part of a statewide water development plan 
approved through a concurrent resolution by majority vote 
of both houses of the legislature. 
4. Constitutional provisions relating to the operation of the 
Texas Water Development Board and the issuance of Texas 
Water Development Bonds would be consolidated into 
Section 49-c of Article III of the Texas Constitution. Sections 
49-d and 49-d-l of Article III would be repealed. 
CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT No. 2 
“A constitutional amendment to increase from $100 million 
to $200 million the amount of Texas Water Development 
Bonds that may be issued for water quality enhancement 
purposes ’’ 
Explanation 
Money from the sale of these bonds (also known as water 
enhancement funds) is to be used for loans to political 
subdivisions for sewage treatment facilities Most of the 
loans are made for the local portion of matching federal 
sewage treatment construction grants (75 percent federal— 
25 percent local) under the Federal Water Pollution Control 
Act Amendments of 1972. P L. 92-500. Communities not 
eligible for federal grants can obtain IOO percent state loans, 
provided needs are proven
